“IRIS.” 


Arouses the Enthusiasm of

produced at the Costanza Theater tonight 

for the first time, and was received with im- 

mense enthusiasm. It promises to attain 

great popularity, and is undoubtedly su- 

perior to all his other works. ) 
Mascagni, appearing at the same moment 

as Queen Margharita, received a greeting 


the royal family. He was pale and trem- 
bling, and was profoundly moved as the au- 
dience acclaimed with salvo after salvo of 
applause. 

Mascagni raised his baton and the theater 
was instantly darkened, an innovation re- 
sented fiercely by the Romans, who pro- 
tested so nofsily that for five minutes Mas- 
eagni could not proceed, but the first bars 
of the overture compelled silence, and the 
music, gaining in fascination as the theme 
developed, was at the close rapturously 
encored. 

In Mascagni’s own words “Iris” is ‘‘a 
drama based upon human egotism, or, to be 
more precise, on egotism. Three men are 
conspiring against an innocent creature 
whose life is one continual aspiration to- 
wards the light, the soul of the world, whose 
pleasures consist in listening to the talés of 


sunny reveries that float before its childish 
mind.”’ 

The scenery of ‘‘Iris’’ is of marvelous 
correctness and beauty. The effect of the 
first ‘scene is that of a real poem.

Type of Christian Socialism.

‘* Yes, it may be published without injury to 
anyone. I tell the general truth when I 
say that John Storm was not a real person- 
age, but a type, that of applied Christian 
socialism as it has been born practically in 
ten years, but that is not an answer. 

‘*‘John Storm had not one but two proto- 
types in life. One I will call Father J., and 
to the other I will give his full name, the 
Hon. James Adderley,son ofa Peer. Father 
J. today is at work in Shoreditch, and has 
the confidence of the thieves who inhabit a 
part of the slums where a policeman has 
never gone. 

‘‘He was the son of the rector of Shore- 
ditch, with perhaps some of the monastic 
idea, though more with the purpose of apply- 
ing the principles of Christianity in the most 
practical fashion that opened itself to his 
mind. He preached first in a barn, he lived 
with thieves, he shared their pleasures. 
Boxing was their pastime and the public 
house its scene. He let them box and gave 
them his church to boxin. He has a large 
building now, a lodging-house and church.

*“ Jim Adderley was an Oxford man, ani 
when he secured his degree he turned his 
back on the West Endand went to live in the 
slums.

fewer and of improved quality. 

‘* The new drama will be far from a heavy 
affair, dragged on, burdened with the repute 
of a ‘purpose play,’ but it will touch the 
deeper sentiments of the heart as well as en- 
tertain. I contend that the play and the 
novel should entertain before they teach, 
and as an author I would deem myself a 
failure if my books were not considered en- 
tertaining. I dislike the so-called purpose 
novels. They serve no purpose well. I be- 
lieve that the plays and novels should be 
shaped around ideals as well as based on the 
realistic in life. Human nature is the mix- 
ture of the two, not wholly one, nor wholly 
the other.”’ | 

With*diffidence yet enthusiasm Mr. Came 
allowed himself to be directed in an ex- 
pression of sentiment concerning politics 
and international affairs. 

‘‘ What has been the greatest result of 
the war, you ask. From my heart I answer 
it has been the drawing together of the two 
great nations of the world, England and 
America.

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 23.—The Commercial 
club of St. Paul has presented a loving cup 
to Captain Charles D. Sigsbee, who, as the 
commander of the auxiliary cruiser St. Paul, 
had an active part in the victories of the re- 
cent war, both in disabling the torpedo boat 
destroyer Terror and in capturing the Brit- 
ish boat Restormel, which, loaded with coal, 
was taken as a prize by the St. Paul near the 
harbor of Santiago. 

Had the Restormel reached Santiago it is 
almost certain that the cruisers of Cer- 
vera’s fleet would have recoaled and left 
Santiago before they were blockaded by the 
American squadron and their usefulness de- 
stroyed. So that the cruiser bearing the 
name of the capital of Minnesota had a 
most important part in the naval operations 
ofthe war. 

The cup bears the following inscription: 

‘**The Commercial club of St. Paul. Minn., 
sends greeting to Captain Charles Dwight 
Sigsbee, who, as commander of the auxiliary 
cruiser St. Paul, had a brilliant share in the 
naval exploits of the Spanish war of 1898.

Old Friends of Von Biedenteld 
Call on Him in His Cell and 
Offer Assistance. 


CAREERS OF THE TWO MEN. 


Baron Curt von Biedenfeld, who killed 
Constable Charles A. McDonald on Tues- 
day night. occupies cell No. 701 in the Coun- 
ty Jail. The inquest over McDonald’s body, 
which was to have been he!d yesterday aft- 


ernoon at the county morgue, was begun, 


but was suddenly postponed until next 


in the circles in which the Baron and his 
wife moved. Von Biedenféld was at one 
time extremely popular in Chicago society. 
He is a man of magnificent presence. His 
family was known to be one.of the oldest 
and most aristocratic in Germany, and the 
Baron was received here with open arms. 

The Baron, soon after his arrival here, 
devoted himself to Miss Ida May Cummings, 


niece and adopted daughter of Columbus R. . 


Cummings. The young woman was heiress 
to a part of the fortune that Mr. Cummings 
would leave at his death. Von Biedenteld 
was not liked by the Cummings family and 
their friends and Mr. Cummings for a long 
time withheld his acquiescence to the mar- 
riage. Finally he agreed and the wedding 
took place at the Cummings residence, 1641 
Indiana avenue. It was one of the soc.ety 
events of the autumn of 1892, and the young 
pair spent the honeymoon in Germany visit- 
ing the groom's titled family and the an- 
cestral home at Hessen, Germany, and Siay- 
ing for a time at Bonn, where fgr three 
years the Baron had been Lieutenant in the 
Blue Cuirassiers. 


Return to Chicago. | 

They returned home to Chicago, and lived 
at various fashionable hotels and apartment 
buildings. The Baron entered a partnership 
with G. J. L. De Bruyn itn the real estate 
business, and later Von Biedenfeld became 
connected with the vehicle business.

£10,000, instead of the fortune it was thought

Mrs. von Biedenfeld called on her husband 
twice during the day. She was at the Har- 
rison Street Police Station early in the morn- 
ing, and had a long talk with him, and then 
soon after Von Biedenfeld was taken back 


. to his cell in the jail, his wife, weeping and 


greatly agitated, appeared and talked to 
him again. 

John A. May, the attorney for the Cum- 
mings estate and a relative of the family, 
called at the Harrison Street Police Station 
at 9a. m., and had a long consultation with 
the Baron. The interest Mr. May showe 
in the prisoner was the first intimation that 
the Cummings family would stand by him 
in his trouble. Among the other visitors at 
the Harrison Street Police Station were 3B.

It was afterward 
said that one of the highwaymen was !.c- 
Donald himself and the other one a man he 
had hired. His wife had refused to give him 
any more of her money, and it was charged 
that he took this way of securing her valua- 
bles. 

McDonald worked up the Momence Bank 
robbery case, and it was claimed that he 
himself organized the gang of bank robbers, 
and after instigating several young men to— 
crime arrested them and sent them to the 
penitentiary. 

Charles A. Berry of the Berry Det®éctive 
agency in the Masonic Temple, who has 
had long acquaintance with both men, re- 
fused to discuss the case yesterday, al- 
though he said he might do so after the in- 
quest was held. 

Many theories were discussed as to the 
motive of the crime. One was that the 
Baron had long been angry at McDonal. for 
coming. as he thought, at least, between 
him and De Bruyn. De Bruyn was the finan- 
cial end of the partnership of De Bruyn & 
Von Biedenfeld, and as De Bruyn withdrew 
to go into the Becry Agency the Baron is 
said to have blamed McDonald for taking his 
partner away from him. Jt was also said 
that the Baron thought McDonald had 
written anonymous ietters to Columbus R. 
Cummings reflecting on Von Biedenfeld’s 
reputation. 

Another theory was that McDonald has 
nursed a hatred for three or four years 
against Von Biedenfeld because of things 
which happened in connection with the 
White case. It is said that the Baron for 
awhile backed the Berry agency, and when 
Charles A. Berry, who was abroad at the 
time of the shooting of Frank White, re- 
turned home and dismissed McDonald from 
his employ, the Jatter charged his release to 
the Baron. Mr. Berry said on this point last 
night that Von Biedenfeld never had a penny 
invested in the Berry Detective Agency. He 
said McDonald understood perfectly well 
why he was discharged. 

The funeral of McDonald will take place 
this morning at o'clock. The West Side 
Irish American ciub will attend In a body, 
behind a band of sixty pleces. 

A. 8S. Trude has been asked to defend Von 
Biedenfeld. Mr. Trude said he did not know 
whether he would tuke the case or not.

Care Necessary in Making Champagne. 

Grapes to be used in making champagne 
are gathered with the utmost care, all im- 
perfect berries being removed, for it is the 
treatment of grapes at the picking that 
fosters the quality of the wine. 

The first pressure given is very slight, in 
order not to squeeze out the coloring matter 
under the outer skin. This first delicately 
flavored. and clear juice is used in making 
Pommery. The grapes are afterward sub- 
jected to three distinct pressings, and this 
juice, which is coarser and darker, is sold to 
other concerns to be used in making cheaper 
grades of champagne. With a knowledge of 
facts like these it is easy to understand why 
connoteseurs and those whose taste is such 
as to enable them to discriminate between 
fine and inferior champagne always prefer 
Pommery.

A MERE FIZZLE. 


Much Discussed Affair Has 
Not Even the Virtue of | 
Novelty. 


BAR NEAR THE MONUMENT 


Seventy of the Waiters Band To- 
gether and March Out of 
Hall in Disgust. 


MAYOR IS AFTER MR. PROULX 


The much discussed ‘‘ French’’ ball was 
given last night in the First Regiment 
Armory. It might have been Apache, Phil- 
ippine, a Zulu war dance, or a Sioux scalp 
dance as far as name was concerned. Hav- 
ing been attacked by the Mayor and having 
risen ** triumphant,” it turned out to be one 
of the flattest and stupidest aflairs ever at- 
tempted in Chicago. As far as real or ques- 
tionable excitement goes, a pink tea ora 
popcorn sociable would be a wild and. ex- 
hilarating performance. There was noth- 
ing at the French ball but a lot of maudlin 
persons, who wandered stupidly around the 
hall at times to the strains of poor music, 
and another lot of people who sat In the 
boxes along the wall and stared vacantly 
ahead. 

A large number of persons were drawn to 


-the armory by curiosity, but were entirely 


satisfied by what they saw in a short time. 
A bar had been erected alongside the monu- 
ment dedicated. to the dead heroes of the 
First Regiment. Drunken men leaned 
against the monument and drank from bot- 
tles passed to them from the bar. 

It was supposed that the distinguishing 
feature of a French ball was the masks, and 
the fact that many who attended were those 
who would be compromised by being seen 
there, and who must be well disguised in 
consequence. But few who attended the 
‘*ball’’ at the armory were disguised, and 
though many of the men wore masks at first 
they found it was hard to drink well with 
a mask half covering their mouths, and so 
the masks came off long before 1 o’clock a. 
m., when the forma! signal was given. 

One lonesome attempt at a fancy costume 
was made by the hired mar. whose duty it 
was to see that the dancers wore masks. 
This man wore a masquerade uniform ef 
velvet and spangles supposed to look likea 
Mexican’s suit, and then two of the six or 
seven women, who almed at-fancy dress 
effects, wore flowing garments made of small 
flags, and two or three others had tawdry 
masquerade suits on, : 

Most of ‘the other dresses were of the 
evening variety, the favorite shades being 
flaring yellow or red and green of the kind 
seen in posters. The greater mass of the 
spectators seemed to be made up of detect- 
ives frdm Central Station and fifty unl- 
formed policemen. Some well-known.-local 


- politicians-were scattered about through the 
crowd and a large number of young men- _ 


about-town in opera hats paraded up a 
down past the boxes. , 


Waiters “ Walk Out.” 


The feature of the evening was the “walk 
out ’”’ of the waiters. Seventy of the waiters 
walked out. Champagne at $5 a bottle did 
not seem to find a ready sale, and the wait- 
ers finally formed in front of the monument 
and departed. There were enough waiters 


left,. however, to carry around what wine 


was ordered. 

The dancing did not amount to much. 
Forty or fifty couples would dance languidly 
around the hall, stopping at times at the bar 
for refreshment before continuing on around 
the ballroom. 

The citizens in the nefghborhood of the 
great building, who had subscribed to its 
erection in, the faith that it would be held 
sacred to its purpose asa bulwark of 
law, of the State’s majesty, were thoroughly 
angered by the failure of their efforts to sup- 
press the nuisance designated the Cercle 
Francais de PHarmonie, but realized that 
the character of the ball had become known 
to. the people, and that in the failure was 
retribution on the heads of the projectors. | 

Theodore Proulx, President of the cercle, 
expressed regret that the ball had been in- 
terfered with by the authorities, because he 
said that deprived the affair of its greatest’ 
feature. He said he had engaged a ballet 
of 100 dancers in New York to give a show 
before the dancing. When stopped by the 
city he had been forced to cancel their en- 
gagement. 

A second attempt was made during the 
day by the city authorities to interfere with 
the ball through the medium of the courts. 
Judge Gibbons was asked to revoke the-bar 
permit issued to the Cercle Francais by the 
City Collector. The court denied the mo- 
tion, saying: 

‘I understand that there is to be an ef- 
fort made to get this concern into trouble, 
to bring it into bad odor with the public, 
and to endeavor to besmirch the court under 
whose decree the affair is to continue. Now 
I want it distinctly understood, that if any 
such effort is made, no matter hy what 
authority, this court will protect itself and 
visit punishment on the offenders regardless 
of their position. And I shall retain juris- 
diction over the case till the matter is 
finally settled.’’

NARROW ESCAPE OF GUESTS. 


‘San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 23.—[{Special.]— 
‘ That famous hostelry, the Baldwin Hotel, 
known to every turfman in the country who 
has ever traveled to the Pacific coast, and 
containing the Baldwin Theater, the prop- 
erty of E. J. (‘t Lucky "’) Baldwin, was de- 

stroyed by fire early this morning. 

The fire was attended by loss of life, for 
of the 802 guests and thirteen employés 
asleep in the hotel when the flames began 
running up the elevator shafts and stalr- 
ways two are known to be dead and eight 
are missing. A number were injured. 

The property loss amounts to $2,000,000, 
and it is said that Baldwin is a ruined man. 
His other losses in recent years have been 
enormous, and there is only $300,000 insur- 
ance on the hotel. He has debts of some 
magnitude which may tatke all of this sum.

The Injured. 


NOON, F. P., electrician, St. Louis; ankles broken. 
Noon, the 8t. Louls electrician, lost his

When he came 
to the second floor he fell to the pavement 
with a crash, breaking his ankles and other- 
wise suffering severe contusions.

From the center of this vast ruin col- 
umns of smoke arise from the blazing 
débris, and half a dozen fire engines are still 
throwing water. How many bodies lie there 
beneath that smoldering, wet mass of 
charred timbers and brick no one knows. 


Originates in Theater. 


_— It was 3:15 this morning when an alarm 
_— was turned in from the box across the way 
from the hotel. The night porter, making 
_— his rounds on the third floor, saw a little 
curl of smoke puffing in from the theater 
side of the building. He n to give the 
alarm. Five minutes later a huge column 
of fire, terribly grand, leaped toward the 
dark sky from the roof of the theater. The 
auditorium was a seething mass of flames. 
Jiow long the fire had been raging in the 
theater no one knows, and there is a diver- 
sity of opinion as to whether the fire was 
due to an explosion of chemicals or was 
caused by 4 defective electric light wire. 
Soon nearly every bit of the city’s fire- 
fighting apparatus was in service. As soon 
as the fire was discovered the night porter 
and clerk aroused several employés and en- 
listed the aid of outsiders in awakening the 
guests. In a few minutes pandemonium 
reigned. Half clad or not clad at all, except 
3 . in night robes, the frantic guests came run- 
4 ning down the halls. Some sped down the 
. stairways, others ran for the windows, cry- 
ing frantically for help. Some elambered 
down the fire escapes, others stood shriek- 
ing at the windows until rescued by the 
firemen, A stream of slightly clad men and 
women poured out of the doorways and 
sought refuge in neighboring hotels and 
To add to the terrors of the night the 
electric lights were extinguished soon after 
the alarm was sounded and many were left 
to grope blindly along the smoke-filled cor- 
ridors of the upper floors in search of some 
avenue of escape. Some were driven to the 
fire escapes, to the roof, and to the ledges, 
where they clung in terror until removed by 
. the firemen. Some of these fell and a few 
were injured. 


Deeds of Heroism. 
| »°* Many deeds of heroism were performed by

Last of His Fortune. 

It was not “ Lucky” .but “f Unlucky” 
Baldwin who gazed upon the wreck of his 
fortunes. For no doubt this fire has swept 
away what was left of a once princely 
fortune. It was in 1875 that Baldwin, then 
a multi-millionaire, conceived the idea of 
building a big hotel and theater. He let the 
contract in 1873, and in 1876 the building 
was completed. It was in the French re- 


naissance style, with Corinthian columns_ 


and a mansard roof, and cost over $2,000,- 
000. The lot, building, and furniture cost 
Baldwin about $3,000,000. , 

It was in this hotel in the early eighties 
that Baldwin came near losing his life. 
Verona Baldwin of Olympia, Wash., a beau- 
tiful, stately young woman, who was a dis- 
tant relative of ‘‘ Lucky,’ came to San 
Francisco, and called on Baldwin. Some 
months after their meeing, while Baldwin 
was ascending the stairs, Miss Baldwin fired 
at him with a revolver, but missed him. She 
went mad shortly after, and was sent to an 
insane asylum. 

“Tucky’’ had another narrow escape 
about two years ago, when a Miss Emma 
Ashley, 2 New England woman, whose sis- 
ter, Lillian, claimed that Baldwin had 
wronged her, fired on him in a courtroom, 


but missed him. 2 
FIRST PENSIONER IS HERE. 


Jesse T. Gates, Artilleryman and Hero 
of San Juan, Returns to 
Highwood. 


Jesse T. Gates of Highwood, late of the 
Second United States Artillery, who was 
wounded in the charge up San Juan hill, 
and who was afterwards personally com- 
plimented by President McKinley for his 
bravery, reached Highwood late Tuesday 
night. His wife was awaiting him at the 
station and {Tie meeting, which was wit- 
nessed by many residents of the suburb 
who knew their pathetic story, was affect- 
ing. Gates bears the distinction of being 
the first pensioner of the Spanish-American 
war, Secretary Alger interceding at the 
request of the President to have the appli- 
cation acted upon at once. : 

Gates, who was an artillerymagp, fired the 
first shot in the now famous charge of July 
2, and on the succeeding day was struck in 
the face by a piece of a shrapnel shell, the 
missile knocking out six teeth and tearing 
away his upper lip and a portion of the jaw- 
bone and cheek. His injuries were dressed 
in the field hospital, where he remained for 
five days before being removed to Fort Mon- 
roe. 

Early in October Gates went to Washing- 
ton, where he secured an interview with 
President McKinley. The President com- 
plimented him upgn his bravery and offered 
to do him any serVice that lay in his power. 
Gates’ term of service in the army had ex- 
pired and he was experiencing some trouble 
in getting his application for a pension 
acted upon. He mentioned this to the Pres- 
ident and the latter spoke to Secretary Alger 
about it. Alger, at once wrote a personal 
letter to Commissioner of Pensions H. Clay 
Evans and the following day Gates under- 
went the first medical examination for a 
pension. 

From Washington Gates went to New 
York, where he underwent three operations, 
and as a result the terrible injuries to his 
face were patched up in the best possible 
manner. His nose was remodeled, a plate 
inserted in the place of the missing jaw- 
bone, and skin grafting resorted to to cover 
up his other scars. The missing upper lip 
could not be replaced, but with that excep- 
tion his face is comparatively whole again. 
The operations also resulted in restoring to 
him the power of speaking distinctly, which 
it was at first feared he had lost. 

Gates’ one great fear was for the result 
his mutilated appearance would have on his 
wife, The news that her husband had been 
wounded came as a shock to her, but word 
that he was on his way home was joyously 
received and an affecting. scene ensued when 
she met him at the statién. She was over- 
joyed to see that he was not as disfigured 
as she had expected.

The Temps considers such a 
course preferable to a renewal of hostilities, 
but one would rather wish to see a moment ° 
of reason in the conscience of the United 
States to avoid, not abuse, the rights of a 
conqueror, at least not a recourse to force, 
which the civilized world would neither un- 
derstand nor ratify.’’ 


Not Surprised in Washington. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—[Special.]—

The dramatic manner in which he announced 
that the commissioners required no further 
time than today to give a final answer has 
been fobbed of much of its impressiveness 
by having to beg for further time because 
his government has been tardy in. sending 
him final instruction. 

In trying to avoid the humiliation of sign- 
ing away the rightstothe Philippines, Sefior 
Rios may be subjected to the further embar- 
rassment of being called upon to carry out 
the terms of the treaty of peace. His only 
reason for his actions is to further his own 
political ends, and by refusing to place his 
signature upon this document he will hope

: Sefior Sagasta, it is 
well known, is extremely anxious to be re- 
Neved of the burdens of state, and would 
have tendered his resignation long ago had 
it not been that such action would have 
precipitated a Cabinet crisis which might 
have resulted in the overthrow of the reign- 
ing dynasty. The Queen Regent succeeded 
in inducing him to continue at the head of 
the government, although his personal! popu- 
larity has been constantly waning ever since 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American war. 

General Weyler will, on assuming power, 
select a Cabinet of his own party and be 
given an opportunity to carry into execu- 
tion some of his promises and perform some 
of the acts which he has accused and con- 
demned Sagasta for not performing. 

The Queen Regent believes that Weyler 
and his followers are in the ascendancy and 
she will rely upon the strongest arm ‘to pre- 
serve her son as King of Spain, as she be- 
lieves that the continuation of the present 
dynasty is assured against. Carlists and all 
other uprisings if General Weyler is at the 
head of the government. 

There is no doubt that General Weyler 
has a majority of the people in his support. 
Notwithstanding this, however, he has many 
bitter enemies, who are watcning his every 
action and endeavoring to secure a charge 
of conspiracy against him, but fear to iake 
any decided action, knowing such a step 
would be fatal at this time. 

It ig also well known that Weyler and 
Sagasta are holding conferences neariy 
every day, and the inference drawn from 
this circumstance is that Sagasta is placing 
General Weyler in possession of all secret 
information concerning affairs and prepar- 
ing him for the acceptance of the office of 
Prime Minister.

Word has been received by the War depart- 
ment that thirty ships have left or are about 
to leave Spain for the purpose of conveying 
the Spanish army back to the peninsula. 

In pursuance with the latest change on 
the part of the War department a brigade 
consisting of the Fifteenth Pennsylvania, 
Third New Jersey, and One Hundred and 
Second New York Infantry was ordered to 
proeeed to Savannah, where it will embark 
upon the Chester not later than next Svtn- 
day. 
One of these regiments will be stationed at 
Mariel, which is only twenty-five miles from 
the City of Havana; another will be sent to 
Pinar del Rio, and the third to Guanajay. 

As another evidence of a forward move- 


.-ment four companies of engineers sailed 


from Tampa today for Cuba, and it is said 
at the department that other troops will fol- 
low these as soon as the transports can be 
put in readiness. 

There has been some discussion as to the 
number of troops which will be sent to 
Havana, and it has been variously estimated 
at 12,000 to 24,000, but it was learned today 
that the garrison for the Cuban capital will 
be 24,000 men. Besides this there will be 
about 26,000 American soldiers scattered 
throughout the island, which will bring the 
totai of the army of occupation up to 50,000. 

Preparations are now being made for their 
reception, and it is now believed that the 
whole army will be upon Cuban soil before 
‘Jan. 1, which is the date set when the island 
will be formally turned over to this govern- 
ment.

Repairs believed double-turreted monitors 
could be constructed for the appropriation 
authorized, instead of single-turreted moni- 
tors. They revoked the contract and called 
the builders into consultation, but it was 
found impossible to build the heavier moni- 
ators without asking Congress for an in- 
creased appropriation. Since then several 
conferences have been held, the result being 
that the monitors will be increased from 
2,800 to 3,100 tons burden. They will be 
twenty-seven feet longer, and have an ad- 
ditional coaling capacity of 200 tons. which 
will enable them to steam twice as far ata 
minimum rate of speed as provided under the 
old contract.

JURY IN ANDREWS | 
CASE RETURNS 
SEALED VERDICT. 


Reaches an Agreement at 10:10 O’Clock 
Last Night, After Being Out Six 
Hours—Will Be Read When Court 
Convenes Tomorrow Morning. 


The jury in the case of Dwight W. Andrews 
and Benjamin F. Jenkins, charged with the 
embezzlement of $199.40 of the funds of the 
State Grain Inspector’s office, agreed on a 
verdict at 10:10 o’clock last night. The ver- 
dict was sealed and will be opened in court 
tomorrow morning. The jurors were dis- 
charged. 

The case was given to the jury at 4o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, and at 5 o’clock, no 
agreement having been reached, the court 
ordered the jury to return a sealed verdict 
in case it was able to agreaand instructed 
the bailiff to discharge them if this was done. 

State’s Attorney Deneen made the closing 
argument for the prosecution. He told the 
jury that prejudice of any kind did not play 
any part in their considerations; the 
fact that the members were of the same or 
different political parties should have no 
bearing on the question to be decided. 

During the argument Mr. Deneen referred 
highly to the character of Jenkinsin making 
statements on the stand which he knew 
would incriminate him in the cases which 
are still pending’ before the court. 

Attorney Hartnett,in his closing argument 
for Andrews, laid stress on the good char- 
acter of his client, as had been shown by 
numerous character witnesses. The greater 
part of his argument was based on the fact 
that W. S. Cantrell, ex-chairman of the 
Railroad and Warehouse commission, re- 
ceived the larger part of the $199.40. | 

‘*Jenkins was not the employé of An- 
drews,’”’ said the attorney. ‘‘ He was em- 
ployed by the Railroad and Warehouse com- 
mission, and the- books of which he had 
charge were the property of the commission. 
When Andrews took the voucher to the 
offices in Springfield it was approved by the 
members of the commission duly authorized 
to approve such bills. 

‘* And further, who will say that the $30 
he received out of the $199.40, according to 
the testimony of Jenkins, was not paid when 
the settlement was made at the close of his 
term of office?’’ 

In regard to the testimony of Jenkins he 
said little and told the jury that thhe wished 
to say nothing derogatory to the former 
cashier.

That the Anarchist ~movement has made 
enormous progress since its origin, just 
thirty years ago, when it was founded by 
the Russian Baron and ex-convict Bakou- 
nine at Geneva, is a universally admitted 
fact, and it is likewise manifest that ex- 
isting conditions of police are lamentably 
inadequate either to arrest the growth of 
this all-destroying cult or to protect society 
against its outrages. It is imperative, there- 
fore, that some new means should be de- 
vised to efficaciously repress anarchism.

And in these coune 
tries just mentioned it always has been re- 
garded as one of the fundamental principles 
of the national constitution that no one 
should be punished or even persecuted for 
his political opinion or for his religious 
creed. 


Anarchism a Cult of Crime. 


the powers in question that anarchism is 
not a political creed, but a cult of crime, an 
association formed with the avowed object 
of outrage and murder; in short, that there 
is nothing political about anarchism, but 
that it is solely and entirely criminal, thena 
great step will have been achieved towards 
the suppression of these foes of cur social 
system. 

For even in England and the United Statea, 
as well as in the other countries above men- 
tioned, if individuals can be proved to have 
conspired together to commit a crime, they 
can be punished for the criminal conepiracy, 
even if they have not had time or opportu- 
nity to put their nefarious designs into exe- 
cution. 

Once this ts established the authorities 
will find it far more easy to deal with the 
problem. For as soon as ever it is unani- 
mously agreed that anarchism is not a polit< 
ical conspiracy, but a criminal one, then 
Anarchists can be hunted down wherever 
found and placed under lock and key. 6

members of which shall give $10 a year to-. 


ward the maintenance of the home. 

“The hall will be opened next week. I 
shall leave the home in the charge of officers 
who have been educated in New York for 
the work. Contributions may be sent to the 
yolunteer department in the Waverly Thea- 
ire. Booth began her talk by referring to 
her previous address before the Woman's 


club. | 

“TI can tell you something now about the 
hoepful side of the work as well as the dark 
and gloomy phase of it,”’ she said. 


“In my work with these men I tell them 


that the solution of the problem is in the 
hands of the convicts themselyes. They tell 


me at Joliet that prison discipline has in- — 


creased 50 per cent since the introduction 
ef our work. We have established the work 
in eight State prisons in five States—New 
York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, Illinois, 
and California. 

“From our homes we have been able to 
turn out 75 per cent of successful cases 
where 25 per cent was estimated as the 


maximum. Our final hopes are based upon | 


recognition by the State. We look forward 
to the time when the State will maintain 
one of these homes as an annex to every 
State prison, when it will say to the crim- 
inal, ‘We will punish you for the crime 
which you have committed and then we will 
help you to lead a better life.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Booth wilb leave this evening for 
Bath, Me., where she will begin work for 
the establishment of homes in that State. 

The united study class of the Chicago 
Woman’s club discussed cleanliness as a 
need of a great city at the morning's ses- 
sion.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER, 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.] 
Among the imminent arrivals in this coun- 
try is that of Count Camillo Pecci, the 
nephew of Leo XIII., who, together with his 
lovely wife, a daughter of the Marchioness 
of Beuno of Havana, is on his way to Ha-: 
vana in order to ascertain what can be done 
with the remnants of the large estates, 
mainly sugar plantations, which his wife 
received at the time of her marriage as her 
share of the parental inheritance. 

The Count proposes to take in Washington 
en route to Havana and expects to see Pres- 
ident McKinley, to whom he may possibly 
convey personal messages of regard from 
his venerable and august uncle. 

It is improbable in.the extreme, however, 
that the Count is intrusted with any real 
mission from the Pontiff to the President, or 
that he has any other object in visiting the 
latter than a hope of recovering possession 
of his wife’s plantations, which, when he 
last heard of them, were still in the hands 
of the insurgents. 
Perhaps, too, he hopes to obtain some sort 
of pecuniary compensation either-from the 
United States government or from the new 
Cuban government as soon as it has been 
formed, for the injury done by the Cuban 
forces to the property: 

Count Camillo is considered at Rome to 
be the favorite nephew of the Pope, precise- 
ly because he has been the most wild and 
extravagant. Certdin it is that Leo seems 
to prefer the society of Camillo to that of his 
other nephews when he takes his mea!s. 
Not that the Count Is admitted to the hon-

He immediately 
summoned. assistance, and for two days she 
was kept in the Vatican under the care of 
the Papal physicians andof Sisters of Mercy 
until it was possible to convey her under 
the cover of night to her hotel, and thence 
to Brussels, where she has since been under 
restraint under the care-of her brother, King 
Leopold. - 

Count Camilo, whenever he is with Leo 
XIII. during the latter's solitary meals, 
stands near by and relates to him the cur- 
rent gossip of Roman society, of which the 
Holy Father, like his predecessor, is ex- 
tremely fond. 

Count Camillo, who is a Colonel of the 
Noble Guard, is credited with having had 
more frequent, recoyrse to his uncle’s purse 
than other members of his family, especially 
prior to his marriage, having lost enormous 
sums at the card table, and he has likewise

It is his brother, Ludovico Pecci, who isso 
intimate with America's only Duke—namely: 

The latter in- 
deed is godfather to the Count’s little boy. 


Talking of Rome, I learn that, {inasmuch 
as the Duke of Abbruzzi’s preparations 
for the north pole have been delayed too 
long to admit of his starting on his voyage 
this year, and that his departure is; by rea- { 
son of the lateness of the season, postponed 
till next spring, he will devote the next six 
months to touring in the northernmost por- 
tion of Siberia, with the object of becoming 
acclimatized in advance to the cold of the 
arctic regions.

Calcutta to his cousin, the Earl of North- 
brooke. In the same way the Marquis of 
Dufferin, when Viceroy of India, had as his 
private secretary Sir Donald MacKenzie, 
now the foreign editor of the London Times. 

The new Viceroy’s choice has fallen upon 


who already spent some ten years in the 
Indian government service, achieving no end 
of fame in connection with his reorganiza- 
tion of the’revenue system and his develop- 
ment of the agricultural resources in the 
northern provinces and States of India.

ARELY does one find such acharming 
combination of wit and tenderness, 
. Of brilllancy and reverence for the 
things that matter, as is concealed 
within the plain covers of Miss Ellen 
Thorneycroft Fowler's novel, Concerning 
Isabel Carnaby’ (Appletons). It is bright 
without being flippant, tender without being 
mawkish, and as joyous and as wholesome 
as sunshine. The characters are closely 
studied and clearly limned, and they are 
created by one who knows human nature. 
As a light novel and a healthful love story 
it would be hard to find its jsuperior for 
all-around excellence. 
Miss Fowler seems equally at home in 
describing the life in devout Nonconformist 
eircles or in creating scintillating. dialogue 
to suit the artificial society of titled poli- 
tlcians. Both circles play parts in the story, 
but the plot does not follow the hackneyed 
course of making one of the lovers languish 
because of the shock of being transferred 
from one kind of society to the other. Paul 
Seaton is a son of a Methodist preacher, but 
he is neither wild nor uncultured on that 
account. Isabel Carnaby isa brilliant young 
woman of aristocratic tastes and titled con- 
nections, but the reason why Paul’s love 
and hers do not run smoothly is a pure mat- 
ter of feminine human nature. 
There are no villains in the story, and per- 
haps no saints. The people are all natural, 
conscientious, or at least well meaning per- 
sons, who have their faults like the rest of 
us, and whose faults sometimes get them 
into serious trouble, as when Isabel's de- 
termination to flirt brings on a lovers’ quar- 
rel which nearly spoils two worthy lives. But 
‘even Isabel's weaknesses are attractive— 
especially to one who does not have to stew 
in a purgatory of jealousy because of them— 
and her charms of manner and her brilliancy 
of conversation are simply irresistible. The 
dialogues in which she figures would alone 
make the book a brilliant success, even if

Take, for instance, the dialogue tn which 
Isabel breaks through Paul's prejudices on 
the first evening in which they are thrown 
together. Paul is assigned to take Isabel 
down to dinner, and in the brief interval she 
captivates him. The author does not merely 
say that Isabel does so, but she shows the 
interesting, operation going on. A man 
would have to be an iceberg to withstand 
the frank and charmingly ingenuous things 
that Isabel says. Among other things she 
tells Paul that she is glad he is taking her 
to dinner, because the combined ages of her 
dinher escorts during the last week had 
been. 300 years, and their conversation had 
been painfully didactic. : 

‘ Nevertheless, I Hope you showed k teach- 
able spirit in listening to them,” says Paul. 

‘O, yes,” is Isabel's characteristic reply. 
*“*T didn’t really listen, but I kept counting 
a hundred and then saying, ‘ How interest- 
ing, and then counting another hundred and 
saying it again. You can’t think what a 
good idea it was.”’ 

And so Isabel talks on, revealing hef char- 
acter and amusing the reader at every turn, 
and at the same time developing the story. 
There are also other clever characters be- 
sides Isabel, the impetuous and manly Paul 
among the rest, but the author has suc- 
ceeded admirably in differentiating them in 
their utterances—a rare achievement ina 
novel of this sort. Thus when he lovers’ 
quarrel comes, stormy as it fs, it appears 
perfectly natural. It is no light task to make 
one feel that this angry and unjust Isabel, 
who fs saying intolerable things to her lover, 
is the same Isabel who was recently bringing 
the moisture to one’s eyes with her sweet 
woris and ways when she won the hearts 
of Paul's mother, father, and sister, yet the 
author achieves it with entire success. 

Perhaps the one flaw of improbability in 
the story is the turn fn the plot which makes 
Isabel write a bitter and cynical novel after 
the separation, and which then compels Paul 
to assume its authorship for chivalrous rea- 
sons, thus blasting his own literary career. 
One is inclined to doubt whether either 
Isabel or Paul would act tn just this way, 
but as the episode aids in bringing about a 
dramatic and satisfying finale one need not 
quarrel with it. 

There is one of the minor characters who’ 
is too rare a gem to pass in silence. It is 
Martha, the house servant of the Seatons. 
Martha is devout, has a large heart, loves 
mixed metaphors, and-regards the male 
human being as the one inexcusable blunder 
of the Creator. Like her sister, Eliza Ann, 
she ‘‘ does what she thinks right, and leaves 
Providence to take the consequences.” She 
is “far too religious a woman to admit 
to anyobdy but her Maker that she has 
been in the wrong.’’ She is also “ far too 
godly a woman to care for such an earthly 
snare as beauty, or to spend her days in 
plaiting her hair and putting on of apparel, 
like the beasts that perish.’’ Martha’sideas 
about men come out with alarming clear- 
ness in her remarks about her sister, Eliza 
Ann, who ts married. Some one asks what 
the husband thought on some point: ; 
**O, my dear, what a question to ask! Asif it 
mattered what he thought! Eliza Ann was far 
too sensible to allow him. to give his opinion about 
anvthiug. ‘If you let a husband begin to pase 
remarks,’ she used to say, ‘ it is the thin edge of 
the wedge which in time will turn again and rend 
you.’ So Eliza Ann avoided the first appearance 


of 
‘* And has she been happy since she was mar- 


wee hapry as any woman could be with a man 
tied to her for the rest of her days; but, as you 
know, I don’t hold with the men, miss. They are 
troublesome creatures, especially all of them.’’ 
Joanna nodded. ‘“ They must really be irritat- 
a, is nothing like a man for trying the 
temper. Mark my word, it is because there is no 
marrying or giving in marriage in heaven that 
the temper of an angel is the temper of an angel. 
If the angels had got husbands, there'd be a differ- 
ent tale about their tempers, I'l] be bound.’’ 

But Martha’s cynicism is all perfectly 
sweet-tempered, and so is all the scintillat- 
ing humor that pervades the rest of the 
book. The story is one among hundreds in 
its delightful combination of intellect and 
heart, of worldly pungency and religious 
feeling. No one who reads it will regret it 
or forget it. |

IN PRAISE OF THE PUMPKIN. 
Doubtless many thoughtful people have 
noticed with wonderment, on the approach 
of Thanksgiving, that while the turkey is 
the subject of much laudation, the humb!e 
pumpkin receives scant courtesy and nig- 
gard praise, if, indeed, it is not made the 
butt of unseemly gibes and ribald mirth. 
The pumpkin is no less worthy our en- 
comiums than the strutting gobbler. Both 
are indissolubly linked in the great Novem- 
ber festival, the one fitly complementing 
the other. They are, indeed, twin orbs, re- 
volving in harmonious circles around the 
Thanksgiving table, shedding a lambent 
glory on the feast. 
As the turkey is to the manner born, so 
the pumpkin is American to the center 
of every one of its multitudinous seeds. 
Long before the adventurous foot of the 
Kuropean stepped upon our shores the 
pumpkin was here, flourishing in luxuriant 
growth. The mousd builder and the mys- 
terjous cliff dweller knew its worth, and 
poor Lo oft regaled himself upon its 
saccharine flesh. When the Pilgrim fathers 
found a haven upon the sterile shores of 
New England, they soon learned the vir- 
tues of the pumpkin, and under its genial 
influence their austerity faded away like 
a pot of succotash before a hungry sachem. 
The early pioneers and the founders of 
the republic thrived and waxed fat upon 
“punkin sass” and thus laid the founda- 
tion for that stern rectitude, steadfast 
earnestness of purpose, and ardent patriot- 
ism which enabled them to shake off the 
tyrant’s yoke. To this day, when an Ameri- 
ean citizen covers himself with distinc- 
tion in any of the walks of life, we say he is 
“gome punkins ” and send him to Congress. 
Pumpkin butter is a well-spring of joy to 
many a thrifty housewife, and stewed 
pumpkin has often eked out a scanty meal, 
lending a vraisemblance of opulence to an 
otherwise frugal spread. 

The pumpkin from its majestic bearing 
and beautiful yellow complexion is re- 
vered by the Chinese as the emperor of 
vegetables; it symbolizes plenty, prosperi- 
ty, and happinss, and the renowed Chang- 
wang, better known as Tsin-chi hwang-ti, 
even claimed descent from it, which clear- 
ly shows that the Celestials anticipated the 
Darwinian theory by many centuries, just 
ag they seem to have anticipated everything 
else. The pumpkin has a high place in 
legend and history, ranking in this respect 
with the golden apples of the Hesperides, 
which were doubtless nothing but pumpkius

DEPEW AND STEWART. 

Chauncey M. Depew has some tormidable 
competitors in the race for the New York 
Senatorship, but he seems to be in the lead. 
If he wins, month after next, his State 
will have a brilliant, entertaining orator 
as a representative—the first eloquent man 
it has sent to the Senate since Conkling re- 
signed. 

Mr, Depew is anxious to be elected and 
Tue TRIBUNE hopes he will succeed, pro- 
vided he will agree not to devote his ener-: 
gies to the passage of a railroad pooling 
bill, But when he gets to the Senate, if he 
gets there, he will discover that a Senator 
from the great State of New York has 
no more voting power thau a Senator from 
the little, run-down-at-the-heels State of 
Nevada. The case will stand about as fvl- 
lows: 

Depew will represent New York, witha 
population of seven millions and with about 
eight billions of taxable property. Stewart 
will represent Nevada, with a population of 
about 40,000 and with about one million 
of taxable wealth. New York contributes 
oU millions a year to defray the expenses 
of the general government and Nevada 
pays $50,000. Nevertheless, Mr. Depew’s 
vote for a measure will be canceled and 
neutralized by Stewart’s vote against it. 
The two States, unequal in population, in 
wealth, and in contribution for the sup- 
port of the government, have equal political 
power in the Senate. _ 

Mr. Depew will be able to make better 
speeches than Stewart. He will be able to 
poke a great deal of fun at that wrong-head- 
ed, cross-grained advocate of mischievous 
monetary doctrines. He will be able to 
expose the flaws in Stewart's argufnents 
and make him look ridiculous in the eyes 
of the Senate and the public, but when 
it comes to a question of voting, the sound 
money representative of the greatest State 
in the union will count for no more than 
the rotten money representative of the 
obsolete State of Nevada. 

So, thanks to the folly which allows that 
broken-down State to have an equal Sena- 
torial representation with great and grow- 
ing commonwealths, Mr. Depew will find 
if elected that a Senator from New York 
does not amount to so much after all. 
He has more constituents to plague him 
with applications for offices than a Nevada 
Senator has. He will be more bothered 
with applications of all kinds than a Nevada 
Senator is. And yet he will have no great- 
er voting power. He cannot do more to 
shape the legislation of the country than a 
Nevada Senator. This is an anomaly in 
a popular government, one of whose princi- 
ples is equal representation. Perhaps Mr. 
Depew will make it the theme of an interest- 
ing speech.

THE “OPEN DOOR.” 

The President's proposition is that the 
revenue which will be needed to cover the 
expense of governing the Philippines and to 
reimburse to this country the 20 millions to 


by tariff duties on Philippine imports. Itis 
his intention that the isiands shall havea 
tariff law of their own, applying equally to 
imports from the United States and all 
other countries. ‘The United States will 
claim no special privileges for the ecommodi- 
ities it sends to the Philippines. They will 
have to pay the same duties as similar prod- 
ucts coming from Great Britain, Spain, 
Germany, or France. 

The commercial nations of the world will 
look on this policy as liberal and generous 
in the extreme. Had Spain pursued that 
course, instead of trying to keep for itself 
by discriminating duties the entire trade 
of the Philippines, it might have had a 
prosperous, contented colony. If the United 
States were to make its tariff laws applica- 
ble to the Philippines, and to collect no 
duties on imports) from this country, com- 
mercial nations like Great Britain and Ger- 
many would feel that they had gained noth- 
ing, in a business way, by the overthrow of 
Spanish power in the Philippines. The 
President disarms them by giving them.pre- 
cisely the same trade facilities that Amer- 
icans have. If foreigners find themselves 
unable to compete with Americans in the 
Philippines it will be their own fault. 

As American goods must pay duties at 
Manila, so will exports from the Philippines 
have to pay the American tariff duties when 
landed at American ports, if the Presi- 
dent’s plan is carried out. This feature of 


producers and the tobacco growers of the 
United States. The Philippines have been 
sending to this country little tobacco, and 
only about a million dollars’ worth of sugar 
annually. But the capacity of the islands 
for the production of these two articlés is 
so great that if they were admitted into this 
country duty free enormous quantities of 
both sugar and tobacco wou!d be sent here. 
The American producers would encounter 
severe competition and the revenues of the 
government would be lessened. 

If the national government were to act on | 


of the United States, and that all foreign 
goods sent to Manila must pay American 
tariff duties, while goods sent there from 
this country were duty free, most of the 
imports would come from the United St#tes 
and the customs revenues would be small. 
It would be necessary to raise in some other 
and more burdensome way the money need- 
el to defray the expenses of government. 
Heavier taxes would have to be imposed on 
the Filipinos, or the American taxpayers 
would have to help pay the eost of govern- 
ing the islands, It is better, therefore, that 
they should have a tariff of their own, as is 
recommended by the President.

_._-HE CORBETT-SHARKEY FAKE. 

The tedious preliminaries of talk, brag- 
gadocio, and bluff, pending the Corbett- 
Sharkey encounter, résulted, as might have 
been expected, in an alleged fight which 
was an actual fake and apparently in- 
tended to-be so by a conspiracy of some 
of Corbett’s, if not some of Sharkey’s 
backers also, for the accommodation of bet- 
tors. Fortunately bets were declared off 
and Corbett’s career will now come to en 
end through the extraordinary performances 
of his second, by which the victory was 
awarded to Sharkey for the foul tactics 
of his opponent. Considering the cir- 
cumstances of the fight, Mr. Fitzsimmons 
is- warranted in his statement: * Those two 
people are dubs. Let them fight it out 
on their merits. Let them go to. work 
honestly. Again, I say, let them go and 
make reputations before they talk about 
getting a fight with me.” All of which 
demonstrates that the present champion | 
will wait a long while. 

Leaving aside the fake feature of this 
meeting, the fight shows that Corbett has 
left his best days behind him. This was 
manifest in his battle with Fitzsimmons. 
It is still more apparent now. He is grow- 
ing stiff. He may have more science than 
Sharkey, but science without the physical 
accompaniments is of little account. He 
has not the ability to dodge blows no1 
the strength to hit heavy ones. He has 
indulged in too many bouts with John Bar- 
leycorn and is now past his fighting prime. 
Sharkey has also wrestled many times with 
John Barleycorn, but Sharkey is a man 
of tougher fiber than Corbett. He can 
stand more whisky, endauiré more punish- 
ment, and last longer than Corbett under 
n hard strain. Little more except in the 
line of talk will now be heard of the 
latter. 

If, as now seems ‘certain, jobbery has 
entered into the business of prize fighting, 
it will soon make an end of it, as even 
sporting men will be shy of risking their 
money on fights which are not fought on 
their merits, and without the element of 
gambling there is not likely to be any more 
of these battles.

What has Spain lost by not giving up 
Cuba in the first place and avoiding a 
war altogether? Practically nothing. Cuba

Shipbuilders Form a Trust Against the 
Government—Firms Pool Interest 
and Price of Monitors Goes Up. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—An American 
shipbuilders’ trust is already looming ue as 
a result of the war with Spain, and uniess 

.the vast extension of the commerce of the 
United States with its colonial possessions 
causes capital to flow into the industry of 
constructing vessels, the extensive naval 
program contemplated by the administra- 
tion may be modified by Congress in the In- | 
terests of economy. The purchase by the 
navy of over a hundred auxiliary vessels, 
including tugs, yachts, and other craft, and 
the heavy draft on the merchant mar.ne 
for army transport service, have r aterially 
reduced the number of vessels available for 
commercial purposes, and the deficiency 
must be remedied by the building of numer- 
ous steamers for individuals and corpol4a- 
tions in the next year beyond the capacity 
of existing marine establishments. Only 
three such yards in the country have up to 
this time been able to take naval contracts 
for vessels of more than 8,000 tons. These 
three concerns have built all the battleships 
and armored cruisers hitherto authorized, 
and as the number of these vessels nave 
been extremely limited their prices have 
been kept down to reasonable figures, either 
of the three yards having been gapable of, 
taking all the large vessels authorized by 
any one Congress. oe 
_ The Nayy department has, however, had a 
strong intimation from shipbuilders recent- 
ly that stiffer prices will prevail in the fut- 
ure, amd an unmistakable indication of what 
is in store has been disclosed at a meeting 
held in New York City several days 2g0, 
when representatives of the firms which 
have contracts for the.obsolete and discred- 
ited type of single-turret monitors practic- 
ally pooled their interests, and determined, 
figuratively speaking, to put the screws on 
the government before they got through 
with the job. It is the understanding here 
that those who took part in the meeting 
were Henry T. Scott of the Union iron 
works, San Francisco, contractors for the 
Wyoming; Superintendent Hanscom of the 
Bath shipbuilding works, contractors for 
the Connecticut; Lewis Nixon of Eliza- 
beth, N. J., contractor for the Florida; and 
an official of the Newport News company, 
contractors for the Arkansas. 
Their gathering in New York was brought 
about in a manner unknown to naval cffi- 
cials generally, though it followed promptly 
on the dispatch by Secretary Long of a re- 
quest to each of the concerns asking them to 
estimate on the increased cost of the im- 
proved monitors described in the Tribune a 
week ago. Mr. Scott and Mr. Hanscom 
were in Washington today, and they are 
to appear with Mr. Nixon and probably Su- 
perintendent Post of the Newport News 
company, before the Naval bureau chiefs 
at a special meeting of the Board of Con- 
struction tomorrow morning to reply to the 
questions raised by the Navy department 
in relation to the possibility of getting de- 
cent warships of the monitor type within 
the limits of the Congress appropriation. 

The results of the meeting in New York 
were apparent when the builders visitedthe 
Navy department today. It quickly became 
evident to the officials with whom they con- 
versed that the price of monitors per ton, 
which averaged approximately $315 a month 
ago, when the bids were opened for 2,700- 
ton vessels, had risen in six weeks to about 
$400 a ton when 4,000-ton vessels appeared 
to be desirable. 

Before the contracts were formaily exe- 
cuted three of the builders evinced readiness 
to enlarge the vessels at the rate of $300a 
ton, but their willingness had altogether 
disappeared today, until they found as a 
result of their inquiries that the department 
was terribly in earnest about improving the 
monitors, and unless the builders showed a 
disposition to meet the government half 
way all the facts would be presented to 
Congres# next month, with an urgent rec- 
ommendation to annul the contracts. The 
authorities are also fully determined to 
make an example of the contractors if any 
extortion is attempted, even to the extent 
of debarring them from bidding for future 
work. 

It became evident today, in view of the 
attitude of the contractors, that the im- 
proved vessels would have to be still further 
modified, and that instead of 4,000 tons dis- 
placement a compromise on about 3,500 tons 
would probably be reached. This will prob- 
ably mean the abandonment of 200 tons of 
coal, making the bunker capacity just as 
it was in the original design, 200 tons. This 
sacrifice is not considered at all injurious, 
for these vessels are not intended for long 
sea cruises and great coal endurance i3 not 
essential, especially as independent colliers 
will hereafter be conspicuous in the fleet. 
There is a growing sentiment in the navy 
that coal endurance is getting to be over- 
done in the direction of harbor and coast, 
defense vessels, which are not intended to 
keep the open sea for long periods. Great 
coal capacity compels a much wider armor 
belt, as every hundred tone of coal burned 
lifts the vessel so much higher out of the } 
water, and in the case of many vessels when 

over half the coal is consumed the armor 
belt is apt to emerge altogether.—New York 


Constructive Statesmanship—The Less 
Haste the More Speed. 

When Congress meets projects for the 
regulation and government of tropical pos- 
sessions will be as thick as Leonid meteorsin 
the thirty-third year. 

There will be plans for the government of 
Perto Rico; plans, specifications, and work- 
ing details. 

‘lhere will be elaborate theories about 
managing Cuba during the period of our oc- 
cupation of that island, and likewise em- 
phatic but diverse opinions as to the term of 
that occupation. 

There will be no lack of propositions con- 
cerning the Philippines. 

The pockets of Senators and Representa- 
tives will bulge with more or less masterly 
and more or less available schemes for the 
adjustment of our existing institutions to 
the new conditions of a new era. All of this 
comes properly within the functions of Con- 
gress. Its power is absolute to erect what- 
ever system of government it may choose 
for the newly acquired territory. It can 
make one form of government for Porto 
Rico, another form for the Philippines, an- 
other form for Cuba, another form for Ha- 
waii. It can establish in each territory just 
such a form of government as may seem best 
adapted to the special needs of that particu- 
lar locality, without troubling itself to keep 
the several forms of government homo- 
geneousin principle or consistent in methods. 
The unl.mited power of Congress in this re- 
spect has been affirmed by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals in the Ninth Judi- 
cial Cireuit. The decision in the Alaska case 
applies to all possessions acquired as Alaska 
was, as Porto Rico has been, and as the 
Philippines will be acquired. It held that 
the governments created by Congress in 
territories so acquired *‘ ARE NOT ORGAN- 


SUBJECT TO ITS COMPLEX DISTRIBU- 
TION OF THE POWERS OF GOVERN. 
MEN AS THE ORGANIC LAW, but are the 
ereation, exclusively, of the legislative de- 
partment, and subject to its supervision and 
control.”’ 

The power of Congress is undoubted to 
deal with and settle the questions involved 
in a policy of expansion. These difficult and 
fascinating problems afford an opportunity 
for constructive statesmanship such as 
never occurred in the whole history of our 
national legislature. Nevertheless, a pre-, 
mature exercise of the power would be un- 
fortunate and perhaps fatal. Common 
sense prescribes extreme deliberation of 
movement on the part of the legislators, 
until the facts are fully developed upon 
which they may proceed to provide for the 
future of our new possessions.

WICKES TALKS 
OF MAIL CARS 


Says the Government Should 
_ Pay More than Pullman’s 
-- Company to Railroads. 


TELLS: COST OF SERVICE. 


Many Trains, He Declares, Carry 
Sleepers at Loss or with 
Little Profit. 


PACKERS ARE TO TESTIFY. 


With the testimony of Thomas H. Wickes, 
Vice President of Pullman’s Palace Car 
company, regarding the cost of maintaining 
sleeping cars in repair, the Congressional 
postal inquiry came to a temporary end yes- 
terday. The joint commission adjourned at 
noon, to meet in Washington a week from 
Saturday. Senators Wolcott and Allison 
left the city, Senator Faulkner having pre- 
ceded them by a day. Senator Chandler 
and the four. Congressmen who comprise 
the subcommittee under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Loud of California will remain in Chi- 
cago until Saturday. 

The subcommittee met in the afternoon 
and. adjourned until tomorrow. It is ex- 
pected representatives of Armour & Co., 
Swift & Co., Nelson Morris & Co., and per- 
haps others who own refrigerator cars will 
be called on to testify, the committee being 
desirous of ascertaining what mileage ar- 
rangements exist between the railroads and 
shippers who own cars, with a view to de- 
ciding whether it would be wise for the gov- 
ernment to own its postal cars instead of 
renting them. 

Mr. Wickes said when the railroads kept 
the Pullman cars in repair no mileage wus 
charged. Later, when through train serv- 
ice was developed, it became troublesome to 
keep the accounts separate, and Pullman’s 
company undertook to maintain the cars for 
a specified sum, at first four cents per mile 
run, later for three cents, and now nearly 
all newer contracts fix the mileage at two 
The mileage is based on the cost of 
maintenance. A sixty-foot postal car, Mr. 
Wickes said, costs about $5,500, and the ex- 
penditures necessary: for its maintenance is 
about $1,000 a year, or’ one cent a mile, the 
difference in its favor when compared toa 
sleeper being due to the less expensive na- 
ture of the interidr furnishings. The cost 
of maintaining an jexpress car, he said, was 
about $4,000 a year for 100,000 miles of travel. 

The life of a Pullman car is estimated at 
twenty years, but it has been found that 
after twelve years a car disappears from the 
larger routes, and is either placed in unim- 
portant service or stored for extraordinary 
occasions, 400 having been taken from the 
Pullman yards for transport duty during the 
war. Mr. Wickes thought a postal car ought 
to last as long asa sleeper, but that it, too 
would become obsolete within a dozen years. 
“The committee took up the question of 
charges for hauling a Pullman car over a 
line where the railroad derives no traffic 
from it. Mr. Wickes said the charge had 
once been as high as 20 cents a mile, but the 
average is now about 12 eents, the range 
being between 10 cents on the Illinois prai- 
rie roads and others similarly situated, to 
14 cents on lines with Steep grades. He ex- 
pressed no opinion as to the reasonableness 
of these charges, but apparently was satis- 
ied with them. He said he ‘hoped the gov- 
ernment would not ask the railroads to 
make contracts on the same terms that

SEE CAMP WOES. 


TESTIMONY OF NURSES REGARDING 
CONDITIONS AT MONTAUK POINT. 


Fever-Stricken Men Rendered Deaf by 


Food or Attendance When Unfit to 
Travel or Care for Themselves— 
Negligence and Incapacity of Doc- 
tors and Officers — Dying Soldiers 
Tortured by Flies. | 


One of the most interesting sessions of the 
War Investigating board was that at which 
Mrs. Edwin C. Allis of New York testified 
as to camp conditions. She went to Mon- 
tauk Point on Sept. 9 and devoted herself 
to the care of the men of the Twelfth In- 
fantry who were ill. She testifled that the 
supply of bedclothing and food was in- 
sufficient, and when asked to specify said: 
**T saw several instances where the tent 
flaps when the wind was blowing would 
strike the beds in which men were dying of 
typhoid fever.”’ 

‘Where was that?’’ 

** In the annex hospital.”’ 

“* Have you seen a statement, attributed to 
Dr. Brown, that the dead were properly 
buried, clad in clean underclothing?” 

_“ Yes, I have seen it so reported, but I do 
not believe he said anything of the kind, for 
it is absolutely false.’’ ‘ 

When asked to tell of the condition of men 
ill and dying and the care they received, the 
witness detailed most revolting conditions, 
and told of the plague of flies. 8 

The patients did not have enough bed- 
clothing to keep them warm, she asserted. 
**During rainy and ¢hilly- weather,”’ she 
continued, ‘‘I saw one soldier placed out- 
side the hospital on a bench during)a heavy 
mist—one which would call fora waterproof 
here in the city. He was left there while 
they looked for a place for him. While 
there he had a hard chill.’’ 


Fixing the Blamé. 

‘* Were these things the fault of the officers 
or of the men?” 

‘*Of some of the officers, I think.’’ 

** Was it cold?” 

‘It was quite cold on Sept. 10. I had two 
blankets and a comforter on my cot and was 
cold then, and the men had only one light 
blanket. They said they had been given 
so much quinine that'they couldn't feel the 
temperature. The only three medicines I 
saw used were quinine, morphine, and éastor 
oil. One man said he didn’t mind’ the wind, 
because the quinine had made him too deaf 
to hear it blowing outside the tent.” 
‘‘Do you know enough about medicine to 
say if these remedies were the proper ones?” 
‘*No: but I do not think they should have 
been given indiscriminately.’’ ~ 
Major George T. Lorigan of the Ninth New 
York Regiment, one of the oldest members 
of the National Guard of the State and a 
veteran of the civil war, told of horrors at 
Chickamauga due to unsanitary conditions. 
‘‘No- sinks had been dug when we arrived 
there,” he said, ‘‘ and none were dug for ten 
days after our arrival.” 
Q. Who was your surgeon? A. Dr. Hub- 
bard, and our Colonel was J. G. Greene, 
Q. Did you not make provision for your 
regiment in the matterofsinks? A. No; the 
Colonel said we had an ordnance officer who 
would attend to that. | 
The witness said after leaving the stand 
that the ordnance officer referred to was 
Lieutenant Myer. 
Q. Sinks were dug finally? A. Yes, and 
they were dug within ten feet of the tents 
and inside the pipe line which brought water. 
The surface water drained offensive matter. 
from the sinks into the trefiches which we 
dug immediately around the. tents. ‘The 
pipe lire brought water from Chickamauga 
Creek for washing purposes. The men were 
told not to drink it, but the weather was hot 
and half of them did drink ft when they were 
thirsty. I drank it myself. 


Complaints Among the Men. . 
Q.—You heard complaints about Dr. Hub- 
bard among the men? A.—O, yes, sir. 
Q.—Of what nature? A.—Théy complained 
bitterly of his conduct and of his profession- 
alcare. This was true in thecase of Private 
Renner. | 
Renner was one of two men who, it was al- 
leged, were diagnosed as pretending to be ill 
and who subsequently died. The witness did 
not know personally about these cases. 
Q.—Dr. Hubbard was there when you were 
ten days without sinks and did nothing in 
reference to them? A.—Yes. He said noth- 
ing to the officers about it. : 
Q.—Was the lack of proper food due to the 
government or to the inexperience of thea 
men? A.—It was due largely to the imex- 
perience of the Quartermaster, I think. 
When Major Lorigan, in referring to his 
previous service, mentioned Bull Run, Col- 
onel Sexton exclaimed, ‘‘ Bull Run,, ch! 
That’s the place it took us three days to get 
to and two hours to get away from.” 
There was laughter from the old soldiers, 
and all shook hands with Major Lorigan. 
Mrs. Mary H. Garrard of Morristown, N. 
J., was at Camp Wikoff for ten days after 
Sept. 16, and previous to that date devoted 
herself to the assistance of disabled soldiers 
on the trains running from Montauk Point to 
Long Island City, where many of those ‘who 
had been sent from camp, when utterly unfit 
for the journey, were cared forin Mrs. Ham- 
mond’s temporary hospital. Mrs. Garrard 
had much to say of the plague of flies at 
Camp Wikoff. 
‘“‘Bven the food was covered with files,”’ 
she said. ‘‘ They fought for every mouthful 
we ate. I have sat beside a cot, brushing 
flies off a dying man with one hand while I 
wrote a letter for him with the other. 


Ill and Without Food. j 
“Every afternoon we met trains from 
Montauk and found men on board who were 
in all stages of fever, who were weak and 
had no food. When I inquired if there 
a nurse or a doctor on the train the answer 
always was ‘No.’ These soldiers ought not 
tohave been sent. They did not know where 
they were going.”’ | 
Q.—Don’t you know that when a soldier 
gets a parole he receives ration money With 
which to buy food? A.—No,I don’t know it; 
but I do know that there is nd possibility of 
buying anything to eat onthe Long Island 
railroad trains. | 

Q.—But convalescents were examined by a 
board of physicians before they were sent 
from camp? A.—I suppose so. I only know 
the condition they were in when they had 
to travel for eight hours to cover a distance 
that ought to have been made in three. In 
many cases men taken to the train at Mon- 
tauk Point were found too weak to travel 
and had to be left at the station, where there 
was no one to look after ats | but a Red 
Cross nurse. 

During her ten days’ work at Camp Wikoft 
Mrs. Garrard said she never heard the men 
complain. They were brave,’’ she said, 
**as brave there asin Cuba. They wereinot 
satisfied, but they didn’t. complain.”’

“Could I not see their condition? But 
_ there was none of this baby business among 
the men that there has been so much talk 
about. Their one hope was to get away. 
They were in the deepest despair, but they 
were brave. I saw twenty-five boys under 
18 years of age, and one less than 16. He 
should have been spanked and sent to bed 
instead of going to the war.”’ 

‘But there were boys.in the civil war,’”’

“Yes,” said Mrs. Garrard, “but fhis 
wasn't the civil war. They didn’t need b ys 
to fight in Cuba. There were men enough 
willing and eager to go.”’ 

“I suppose,"’ said Colonel Sexton ironi¢a]- 
ly, “‘ that any man of ordinary ability could 
have gone there and straightened things put 
in twenty-four hours.” 

“Well,”” was the reply, “‘I don’t believe 
there is any active hospital doctor in New 
York who couldn't have managed the place 
better than it was managed."’
